Social Security 
Information 


Housewives should ask their 
maids or other regularly employed 
household help for their social 
security account numbers as soon 
as they are hired. This word of 
advice comes from Miss Vose, 
manager of the Lawrence social 
security office, which serves this 
area 

‘*‘Wages reported without social 
security numbers — or with in- 
correct numbers — usually result 
in loss of wage credits for the 
employee. Moreover, failure to in- 
clude the maid’s social security 
number on the wage report may call 
for follow-up contacts which may 
be bothersome to her employer,”’ 
she pointed out. To avoid this, she 
suggests that the housewife make 
a permanent record of her maid’s 
social security account number, 
copying both the name and number 
directly from her worker’s social 
security card. 

Miss Vose said that her office 
will gladly help cooks, laun- 
dresses, yardmen, and other work- 
ers in private households, who 
have never had a social security 
card, or have lost their original 
card, If they will come to her of- 
fice at 202 Broadway they can fill 
out the application blank right 
there. If they live at a distance 
from her office, they can get a 
blank from the post office and mail 
it in. 

‘*ask your employee to show you 
her card as soon as she receives 
it,’’ she urges. ‘‘Impress on her the 
importance to her, as well as to 
you, of showing you her card be 
fore you report her wages.’’

His homestead in Plainfield was 
left to his widow, Mrs. Helen Co- 
burn Stevens of that community, 
for life. Upon her death, the will 
said, it is to go to two daughters, 
Miss Helen Coburn Stevens, 2d, 
and Mrs. Mary Victoria Griswold, 
both of Plainfield. Household 
furniture and furnishings, personal 
effects and automobiles were be- 
queathed to Mrs. Stevens outright. 
The son and two daughters were 
awarded land in Neebing, Ont., 
while Benjamin B. Lane of Bur- 
lington, Vt., a nephew of Mrs. 
Stevens, was given stock in the

permits the flags of other nations 
to be flown alongside the U.S. flag 
as a matter of international cour- 
‘tesy. Such practice has been ob- 
served for many years. 

If it becomes a law it will vio- 
late the United Nations flag code 
which states that the U.N. flag 
should be flown at a level equal 
to that of national flags. 

The senate sub-committee added 
an amendment to §. 2039 to read; 
**A bill to prohibit the display of 
flags of international organizations 
in equal or superior prominence or 
honor to the flag of the United 
States except under specified cir- 
cumstances and for other purposes.’ 

It is the latter part of this amend- 
ment that the D.A.ft. opposes. 

A tmnotion made by Senator Ben- 
ton (D. Conn.) to reconsider the 
vote was passed and this will be 
taken up with the present congress. 

Mrs. Howe urged members to 
write their senators to defeat the 
amendment and adopt the original 
bill.
